His 
brotier-in-ls«*, Thomas Hig'sins, who 
went to hi.; rescue, was unable to get 
out and *'-a* burned to d<\uh, white 
several others were more or less in- 
jured, but none fataiiy. 


There was a stiff 
breeze ulowing

fury and getting a fresh start from the 
burning oils and chemicals in the 
wrecked drug store, the flre leaped from 
house to house until it was evident 
that the «n;ire town w*» doomed.

ABOUT AIR PHOTOGRAPHY.. 


Atmixphrrio Currants mud Other Phenom- 


ena M*r Be Kxpbtlned. 


The experiments to be made by the 


United States weather bureau in air 
photography are expected to throw light 
on many phenomena bnt little under- 
stood at present 


Very little is now known about the 
»y in which the atmospheric currents 


run. The nature of a hurricane such, as' 
sometimes runs up the Atlantic coast., 
from the West Indies at this season is 
comprehended in & general way, bnt 
mystery envelops the working mecha- 
nism of tie storm. 


No one can say how a whirling tor- 


nado plucks a chicken clean, drives a 
piece of timber through a man and 
carries a baby* mile unhurt. In order 
to ascertain how the air flows over 
houses, mountains and through bridges 
a little model of each will be placed be- 
fore a camera and an imitation breeze 
directed against it and its movements 
photographed. The manner of photo 
graphing air currents has recently been 
worked ont by Professor E. Mack of 
Vienna. The discovery is, however, due 
to Fizeau and Foueauit, two Frencli- 
men.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

There is in Guiana a class of in- 


labitants who dwell along the cen- 
:ral and lower reaches of the great 
rivera, although they penetrate to 
considerable distances into the in- 
erior and have, in fact, made the 
whole region between the Essequibo 
and Orinoco their own.

It is a fight against the Hanna meth- 


ods of political boodle, trusts, uum- 
bines and corporations. That these are 
unpopular in Ohio is well known, and 
at first blush it might be announced as 
quite certain that Banna would be de- 
feated, but the Ohio ironmaster has 
proved himself an able and unscrupu- 
lous political manager. He succeeded in 
downing the opposition by buying up 
the Populist leaders, and he is still ca- 
pable of many clever "political tricks. " 
The DemocTft™ v?iU have to. get up ear- 
ly in the morning to defeat him. The 
battle is waging- fiercely, and it is said 
that tbe campaign is quite as brisk as 
during the late presidential fight, and 
as much money is being expended. One 
would imagine that after a campaign 
like that of 1896 Ohio would give poli- 
tics a rest, but it is not that kind of a 
state. Perhaps nowhere in the world 
does politics so thrive as in the Buck- 
eye State, and the voters seem as fresh 
for the fight as they were last year. 


Massachusetts and Pennsylvania will 


undoubtedly go Republican, and so 
probably -will Iowa, where the Dem- 
ocrats seem to have lost strength since 
the Boies wave ended. Virginia is Dem- 
ocratic beyond all question. This leaves 
as the states which may be classed as 
doubtful Nebraska, Ohio, Kentucky and 
Maryland. All the probabilities point 
to tbe Republicans carrying Ohio, ft is 
necessary to them, and they an Hiaking 
unusual exertions to carry it, as it 
would be a severe How to the president 
to lose his own state the year after his 
election. 
The Democrats began the 


fight there with considerable force and 
vigor, and eiadc great claims. They 
have a fair chance with the legislature ; 
not so much with the state government. 


The election in Nebraska has a spe- 


cial significance, for it is thought it 
will hare a marked effect on Bryan's 
chances for the Democratic nomination 
in 1900. He carried the state in 1896. 
If he can carry it now, it will show 
that lie has lost nothing of his popular- 
ity at home because of his defeat last 
November. If the Eepnblicans are vic- 
torious, it -will support the Republican 
claim that, with tho improvement in 
the condition of the country, there has 
been a reaction in their favor, and thpy 
•will insist that it is a repudiation of 
Bryan. The latter has specially exerted 
himself to bring the Democrats, Popu- 
lists and Silver Republicans together. 
In this he succeeded, and the fight in 
Nebraska is the same today as l&et year. 
The Republicans are relying on the im- 
provement in the price of wheat and 
ether agricultural products to win back 
the votes which deserted them. The is- 
sue is, therefore, whether or not the 
farmer believes that the big crops and 
the failure of the European harvest are 
due to the Republicans, or whether they 
take the view of Mr. Bryan, that a 
single year of better prices, due to ex- 
ceptional causes, docs not prove that 
the financial question has been settled. 
These issues are clearly made in Ne- 
braska, and the vote of the people of that 
section will give a fair idea of public 
sentiment thereon in I be northwest. 


Kentucky and Maryland are likely to 


return to tho Democratic fold. Both 
were betrayed to the Republicans last 
year by the Golrt Democrats. The latter 
have had good caubc to repent of their 
action, for the new Republican govern- 
ments have proved the same ignomini- 
ous failure that Republican rule always 
proves in the south. In Maryland it has 
been slightly more, decent than in Ken- 
tucky. and therefore in Kentucky the 
Democratic chances are somewhat bet- 
ter than in Maryland. 


The Kentucky election will also shed 


some light on tho nationalists, or gold 
Democrats. In no state in tho Union 
have they been so noisy, and one would 
imagine from their talk that they are 
the majority parry. They have put a 
full ticket in the Held, and it now re- 
mains to be seen how their votes com- 
pare with their talk. 


From these points it will be seen that, 


in spite of the fact that this is an "off 
year," the elections are likely to be in- 
teresting and to fnrninh ns a great deal 
of data on important political iMsues of 
the day. — New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat

system, but tbe principal factor in op- 
position is tbe growing demand for tbe 
employment of convict labor on the 
public roads. Georgia is waking up on 
the road question. The mote populous 
and wealthier counties have made great 
progress in that line during the past 
five years, and the other counties have 
done something. The employment of 
convicts as roadbnijders has been dis- 
cussed in the press of the state very 
fresly, and it is indorsed by many ol 
the most prominent Georgia politicians. 
The experiment has been tried on a lim- 
ited scale in North Carolina and in 
Florida, and with excellent results. 
North Carolina leads the southern states 
in road construction, and tbe work has 
been done during the last five years in 
26 counties almost entirely by convict 
labor^ The best road in the south is one 
about tea miles long leading out from 
Jacksonville, Fla., and it was built by 
convicts. The county commissioners of 
Fulton, tbe comity in which Atlanta is 
situated, have constructed a road from 
the city limits to Fort McPherson, four 
miles out, and beyond that to the coun- 
ty line, a total distance of nine miles, 
and there is not a road in tbe state 
equal to it. The grading, laying and 
finishing of this road are tha result of 
the county chain gang's intelligently 
directed muscle. 


Tbe idea that tbe state can moke con- 


vict labor more valuable by us;Dg it for 
many years to come to build pertuanpi.t 
roadways than by putting it to work 
within penitentiary walls has gamed a 
strong hold on the minds nf the masses 
and will have many champions in 
the legislature. It is a rash thing to 
predict what any legislature will do, 
bur tbe chances are that we shall have 
substituted for the convict lease system 
in Georgia either the employment of 
the convicts on tbe roads or the estab- 
lishment of it etate convict farm. The 
latter plan has been tried for three 
years past in Mississippi, with proUta 
ble results both from a moral and a 
pecuniary pomt of view.

The two concerns that supply news to 
Wall street and the brokers the mo- 
ment it happens were having fits. They 
gathered together all the available mes- 
senger force in the city.

They won* just hold there in 
neat sta-ks waiting for tho new* to tell 
which stack was the right ono. 


Leaving tui< iiews-the-ir.stant-it-hap- 


pens bureaus, the reader can move to 
the eighth floor of the Johnstono build 
ing. There at 2 o'clock the corridor was 
jammed with brokers' clerks a»d others. 
They were tho larger imps tUat later 
chaer-d the little om-s in uniform through 
Broad street. They were stationed there 
to find out instantly what St Paul had 
dono and dash off with the news to the 
Stock Exchange, where they could tell 
tho board members of their firms. 


In-sido the boardroom of the St Paul 


company were the men who had the 
measure of excitement in their hands. 


Now back to the Stock Exchange. 


The bulls and bears were still bawling 
at each other and noting new cuss words. 
A shiver went down the backs of tho 
bulls. A story started to the effect that 
St Paul would not declare a dividend,

A Town In Maine That Bean a Queer 


Reputation. 


A ording to a story lately put into 


circulation among the river men, Ed- 
dington Bend on the Penobscot river 
bean the questionable distinction of 
having been built of lumber filched from 
the river.

Of their marvelous mathematical pre- 


cision and ability to count no doubt 
can exist in the mind of any one who 
has ever visited Maudalay, in Tipper 
Burma. There large forests of teak are 
cultivated by the, government for build- 
ing purposes, and the squared timbers 
arc placet! and scoured one above anoth- 
er till a raft is formed to float down 
the Irrawaddy for conveyance to vari- 
ous other stations. Elephants do the 
whole of this work. They convey the 
enormous logs down to the water's edge, 
and pile them one above another, both 
lengthwise and across, till a perfect 
cube is formed.

many new ideas. Mr. Clagett la a 
gentleman who baa that peculiar 
power of interesting an audience 
He to a gentleman who has paased 
the meridian of life and whose public 
life has given him an idea of the In- 
justice and corruption that la being 
practised by the moaey changers of 
this country and of Europe who aeek 
to control the administration and 
legislative bodies of this nation and 
enact monetary laws that will en- 
rich the moneyed class and pauperize 
and enslave the masses. His address 
was a logical one and the sentiment 
he expressed snowed that he wa§ 
thoroughly endowed with that pa- 
triotic spirit which should poaseas 
every true American. He believed 
thatlawa should be enacted that 
would protect the poor and the weak 
as well as the rich and give to both 
of them equal rights. The wage 
worker la as justly entitled to his 
share of the wagea and profits of olv 
lllzation aa are the rich.
